Take F aeerevints 
Of 260,000 Workers 


WASHINGTON— (INS)—Begin- 
ning the government fiscal year 
July 1 the civil service commission 
is planning to fingerprint all ap- 
pointees to federal jobs. 

The commission says there are 
260,000 persons examined annual- 
ly for civil service, and that one out 
of every thirteen have police rec- 
ords. They claim this procedure 
will do away with undesirables, and 
that it will be impossible to enter 
the government service under false 
pretenses.

BERLIN—(INS)—To the mount- 
ing toll of victims of communist 
rioting throughout Germany was 
added another name today.

| men who wanted to sell us things, some of which we could 
\ atheea, and whose cbject was apparently -to convince us that 
i we were mere children who would never have the faintest 
| idea what we wanted unless they told us what it was. 
" The first “go-getters” we ever saw were the gentlemen 
| called “pullers-in”, who used to stand out in front of cheap 
| clothing stores in a southern city and take hesitant passersby 
by the coat lapels and draw them into the stores, where 
| they proceeded volubly to explain to them what dreadful 


mistakes they would make if they did not purchase the suits 
shown to them. 

The fact that this sort of business method has passed 
out almost completely is proof that it couldn’t compete with 
the more sensible method of allowing the customer’s intelli- 
gence to count for something. 

Today, business men are coming more and more to the 
method of finding out what the eustomer wants and then try- 


‘ing to sell it to him, instead of trying by the power of 


verbal- hypnotism to sell him something he doesn’t want, 
and with which he is sure to be dissatisfied after he gets 
it. ; 

Modern advertising is entirely different from the old days 
of boast and brag. 

Most modern salesmen are.courteous, and exhibit no signs 
of anger when the wares they display fail to please a cus- 
tomer. 

Yet still, in politics as well as in business, there are a 
few “go-getters” who believe that their superior intelligence 
can cow anybody into buying goods or voting for people just 
because they are told to. 

That people of this sort are still of any use in the world 
we very much doubt. 

Yet there are still many of them left—far too many for 
the good of the country.
